BURLEY Cassia County high school 
students deserve better than they are receiving 
in the county 's,sebpols, according tu the Idaho 
Department of .Education 

However, the district's teachers are, by and 
large, competent people, dedicated to doing the 
best job they can under the circumstances. 

fi£lt the "circumstances'' include substandard 
buildings, safety hazards and a lack of teaching 
materials. 

An in-depth evaluation of Cassia County 's four 
high schools, conducted in April by a 20-member 
team of experts, reveals strengths and 
weakness throughout the district A lot of 
praise runs throughout the 100-page report for 
the "district's teaching staff, coupled with a 
strong warning that there are faults to be 
corrected , r - ' 

■ . In qne^ease, fieclo High School, serious safety 
hazards a?e ^f«y»rted. including fire ex- 
tinguishers that have not been checked for 
several years and lack of fire-safety training for 
students. The staBr evaluators warned that 
"this report will be submitted to the Idaho 
Health Department and the Idaho labor 
Department." 

Not all recommendations of the state 
department have been accepted by "Cassia 
County school officials without criticism in 
return. Norman Hurst, supervisor of Instruction 
for the district, said a covehrlg"ietter to the 
administration from the state commehts 



somewhat sarcastically that the district's policy 
manual still asks teachers to make certain that 
aTJS flag and Bible are contained in each 
classroom .. _ _ 

■' How out of date can you get '' is the state 
department's comment,'' Hurst said Frankly, 
we don't think we're out of date' in having a 
flag in each room.'.' The comment from the state 
appeared to be d yecl ed more at the 
requirement that a flrfg be present Uian on ttre 
religious aspect, he explained. 

"We. wftl take a careful look at all , the 
recommendations from the evaluation team 
before implementing them, though we do agree 
that many are undoubtedly valid," Hurst said 
Principals of thedour schools will work closely 
with their teaching staffs and with the school 
administration in studying the recom- 
mendations and planning their implementation 

The introduction to the evaluation comments 
boldly that "This is not the tune to evaluate 
•each program in each community and try to 
find what is good and what is bad What is bad is 
too obvious to ignore. 

"These young people deserve a com- 
prehensive educational program. Their talents, 
abilities and desires are no different than other 
children and they should not continue to be 
educated in a confied, shallow, conventional 
program." 

The resources of the school district — the 
^business climate, the farm economy and the 
interest of the people — draw praise repeatedly .

College 
aid bill 
may fail 



WASHINGTON lUPI) — 
Landmark legislation intended 
to provide .mueh-needed finan- 
cial aid for colleges and_many 
of their students might fail its 
final test in Congress because 
of the intense controversy over 
busing of school children. 

That test will" come with a 
House vote, expected sometime 
in the week of June 5, on the 
compromise higher education 
authorisation bill. It cleared the 
Senate '"ednesday by a B.1 to 15 
margin with provisions aimed 
at delay of court-ordered busing 
subject to appeal and restricted 
' use of federal funds for busing. 

The measure was hammered 
out by a 32-member conference 
committee that wrestled with 
differing House and Senate 
versions in 20 meetings over 
nine weeks before reaching 
agreement at dawn on May 17 

Prospects for House approval 
were uncertain, causing Demo- 
cratic leaders to put off action 
originally planned Jor June 1 so 
they could build support for the 
bill and counter attacks by civil 
rights groups. With liberals 
divided on the legislation. 
House leaders were counting on 
conservative members to follow 
their Senate c<mntorpar(s.

various kinds-«f athlete's foot. 
TrTe~fungus, you see, thrives in a . 
warm, moist climate, Such as 
inside your shoes. 

Once Ihe fungus has invade_d 
the nail and nail bed, there is no 
rapid way to drive it out. " 
... A word of warning: first 
maKFcertaln thill it IS a fungus, 
and not psoriasis or some other 
skin disease. Scraping can 
reveal whether it really Is a 
•fungus, - 

The fungus yields in many 
cases to anti-fungal 
medications, of which 
griseofulvin is the best known. 
The kind of medication should 
be chosen to suit the ^ipe of 
fungus: 

The medication must be 
continued for a long tune, 
simply because the nails grow 
slowly, and the drug must be 
continued until the nail has 
grown out fully; otherwise some 
of the fungus will remain and 
begin to spread again This 
obviously means a matter of 
quite a few months. 

In some severe cases removal 
of a nail, or nails, with ac- 
companying medication may be 
necessary . 



Dear Dr. Thosteson: Do 
parakeets carry any diseases 
that a human can catch?

Dear Dr Thosteson : Does egg 
white have any nutritional 
qualities'' I am fond of this, and 
frequently make a sandwich of 
it. I don't like the yellow part as 
il leaves an odor. — J. M. 

Egg white is primarily 
protein, representing about four 
grams, or 15 calories, plus a 
trace of calcium. So yes, it has 
nutritional value. In calories 
alone, il represents about 20 
percent of u whole egg. Some 
people avoid the yolks as means 
of avoiding cholesterol.

A copy of your editorial 
published in the Twin Falls 
Times News has come to my 
attention. I would say that the 
references made to the 
proposed regional airport in this 
area as a. means of justifying 
support of your million' dollar 
bond eleetion in Idaho Falls is 
deceptive and incorrect. So far, 
there-has been only one regional 
airport election made under the. 
present Idaho law, not many. 

Last October, seven counties 
in the district voted on the 
proposal for a Southern Idaho 
Regional Airport, fully com-" 
plying with the law finally 
amended for practical purposes 
by the 1971 session of the 
legislature.

But I do object to 
giving the President of the 
United States AND his advisers 
a chance to take off into the sky 
at the first sign of * nuclear

President should be able to 
conduct World War III from the 
air " 

"Ijsten, one uf the most 
important safeguards we have 
now rs that the leaders of the 
nuclear powers know if we go, 
they go, too If they have any- 
chance of thinking they could be 
spared, they might make some 
very stupid decisions " ~ 

"Flaxmeyer," I said, "do you 
think the President of the 
United States would be in- 
fluenced in his decisions by 
whelherTie' survives a nuclear 
holocaust or not?" 

"Maybe not consciously," he 
said, "but subconsciously he 
may figure he has nothing to 
lose I^ook, I'm not talking just 
about the President of the 
United States. If we build three 
747s as command posts, "the 
Russians will equip three 
command Rlyushins for their 
leaders. I say it's absolutely 
essential that the men who

and Moscow In fact, the 
langua^e-H* the treaty must say 
that if war is declared, all U.S.

at attention, and all advisers to 
the Soviet leaders must line up 
in front of the Kremlin 

"The treaty should further 
■state that the President and the 
Soviet leaders must remain in 
their respective offices until the 
last missile is fired." 

"That's strong language." I 
, told Flaxmeyer. "Wouldn't ycj 
rather have the President of the 
United States flying around 
making sure the Soviets are 



paid back for their infamy - "" 
"No. sir' The only hope the 
little people have is that there 
will be no 747s and Illyushins to 
save the people who push the 
buttons " 

"Let s forget World War III 
for a ^moment," I told Flax- 
meyer "If we ordered the 
planes, the half-billion dollars 
could do a lot for Boeing Air- 
craft in Seattle, Wash." 

"I don't care I say we scratch 
the order I want to be sure if 
the mushroom cloud ever gees, 
up, the President, his family 
and ALL his advisers are 
looking UP at it from the same 
angle as I am - and not DOWN 
on it from the friendly skies of 
United."

Party because he refused to follow 
Jacksonian policies as a.— U.S. 
senator, and read out of the Whig 
Party-for-refusing to support that 
party r 9^>rrricies as Chief Executive, 
John Tyler— became a President 
without a party and a politician 
' without a future. 

This characteristic spirit of 
independence, manifested at the 
age of 11 when he defied ' his 
tyrannical schoolmaster, contined 
without respite unfil his death 60 
years later as a defiant dejegate to 
the ' Confederate Provisional 
Congress. 

Sixth_oldest of eight children — 
he would have 14 by two wives — 
John Tyler graduated at 17 from 
William and Mary College, whe^e 
his favorite subjects were ancient 
history, Shakespeare, music and 
poetry.' A member of the" Virginia 
Mouse of Delegates at 2L the 
personable .6-footer*** was a 
. -congressman at 26, governor of his 
state at 34 and U.S. senator two 
years later." 

A State's - rights Democrat,"^ 
Tyler was often at loggerheads 
with party leaders, and when 
Jackson removed federal deposits 
from the Bank of the United States 
by executive fiat, Tyler supported 
the resolution censuring the 
President for the action. Instructed 
by the Virginia Legislature to 
support a resolution to rescind the 
previous resolution, Tyler refused 
and resigned. 

Out of the Senate and the 
Democratic Party, the 
irrepressible Virginian ran 
unsuccessfully for the Vice 
Presidency on the Whig ticket in 
1835 with Hugh L. White of 
Tennessee, and a gain"-- In 1839, 
riding to an easy victory on the 
"Tippecanoe rnd Tyler, Too.!" 
bandwagon. 

After President William H. 
Harrison'^ inauguration, Tyler 
went home to Williamsburg to 
oversee his farm and enjoy his 
family. The Vice President was - 
playing marbles with his children 
on the morning of April 5, 1841, 
when a 'government messenger 
galloped up to inform him that the 
President was dead. 

Two questions were uppermost in 
the minds of the leaders of both 
political parties as John Tyler rode 
rapidly toward Washington: One, 
would he stand with the Whigs or 
the Democrats, and two, was- he 
President or acting President, as 
many thought he should be 
including ex-President John 
Quincy Adams? 

' Publicly. Tyler set the record 
straight as to his title by taking the 
oath of office as President as soon 
as be reached the , capital. 
Privately, he "informed the 
Harrison Cabinet that decisions 
would not be made by majority 
vote, as had been done under his 
predecessor. 

"I -can never consent to be. 
dictated fo,"TylerT6ldlhe Cabinet-' 
members. "I as President will be 
responsible for my Admin- 
istration." 



~.- As to whether he was a Whig or a 
Democrat, John Tyler was a 
State's-rights-, pro-slavery, 
independent. Disregarding the fact 
mat he"" was elected on the Whig 
ticket, Tyler time and again vetoed. 

' Whig bills for. high tariffs and a 

" national bank to replace the ope 
killed by'Andrew Jackson. 

The Cabinet resigned, only 
Secretary oLState Daniel Webster 
remaining long enough to complete 

■ the Webster-Ashburton Treaty 
fixing the disputed • boundary^ 
between Maine and Canada. An 
abortive attempt was- made to 

. impeach the President, and cold 
epidemics were called "Tyler's 
grippe." v " ■ 

Now a politician without a party, 
. Tyler tried to get the presidential 
nomination in 1844 by organizing a 
State's-rights Democratic- 
Republican Party and campaign- 
ing on the issue of annexing 
Texas. But when the Democrats 
nominated Jackson's protege, 
James K. Polk, who. militantly 
favored Texas annexation, Tyler's 
hold card had been trumped and he 
withdrew. 

Tyler held no political office until 
he became a member -of the 
Virginia secessionist convention on 
the eve of the Civil War. Just prior 
to this he had been a leader in 
convening the ill-fated Peace' 
Convention in Washington, and had 

. been chosen its president. When 
this movement collapsed, Tyler 
advocated immediate secession by 

„ Virginia. He was. a member of the 
Confederate Provisional Congres; 
at his deatn. 

Warmly/ defended by his 
supporters as "Honest Joh^i," 
Tyler bitterly excoriated' by 
his opponents as "Turncoat Tyler." 
Indeed, so vituperative was the 
Whig smear campaign that 

. President Tyler was moved to 
declare, "I appeal to the 
vituperations of the present day to 
the- impartial pen of history, in 
confidence that neither my motives 
nor my acts will bear the 
interpretation which for sinister 
motives has been put upon them." 

There is no "impartial pen of 
history," but John. Tyler emerges 
today as a kindly, courteous man 
who obeyed the dictates of his own 
convictions rather than those of 
any group, and who stood by them 
with a frankness and courage 
matched by only one other 
President, the equally unpopular 
John Quincy Adams/ < 

Even in death, John Tyler was- 
treated with contempt by the 
government he had headed. No 
official notice was 1 taken of his 
death by the Lincoln 
Administration, and a full half- 
century passed before Congress, 
during Taft,'s Presidency, 
appropriated $10,000 fdr a 
rhonument to honor him. 

John ' Tyler's release from^ 
America's political purgatory, arid 
his reincarnation from a nonperson 
to a person, "is comrpemora ted in —

Answer; In medical 
terminology the word 
pathognomonic means one sign

■ pathognomonic but a cat in heat 
IS. When your kitty falls in love 
you won't be able to miss the 
diagnosis. . 

Cats in heat call noisily or 
give repeated rolling meows. 
They hunch down with the back 
flattened and hindquarters 
elevated. The tail may be 
deflected to one side whuV- 
' 'treading movements are made 
with the hind feet. Some cats 
drool repeatedly. . 
1 Heat (or estrus) usually lasts 
from three to six days, -but may 
last as long as ten days if the 
female is not mated. Most 
unmated, cats will come back 
into heat every 15 to 21 days for 
three or foflr heat, periods in 

.mid-winter, late spring, and 
early fall. Some queens seem 
never to stop these repeated 

N cycles unless they are bred or' 



Question We have an older 
dog that had his permanent 
distemper snots as a puppy.

Answer: Ten years ago we 
hoped that distemper shots 
would be "good for life." Now 
w«L. know that they 
unfortunately don't last that 
long. 

It is generally recommended 
that house dogs need a yearly 
booster. Dogs that roam the 
streets and are exposed to 
distemper may go a little longer 
before their immunity is lost. 
And dogs don't outgrow the 
danger of distemper either. I 
have seen dogs 17 and 18 years 
old die of distemper. So. there's

Scenes like Tuesday happen with regularity 
all over the Magic Valley r in Buhl, Twin Falls 
and wherever something is.to be sold. 

Folks bring in their "junk-" arid-men *llke 
Harold sell it to grateful buyers who go home 
with yet. another treasure. 

Most of the articles spld at auctions still have 
a use and most folks buy the articles, because 
they- can find a use for them. Often, in the 
-audience, there are a few shrewd antique 
dealers who pick up salable Kerns to be resold 
later. ** 

And, always, there are a few auction "nuts" 
who gp to listen to the bids, make a few pf their 
pwn and buy "stuff" they can't possibly use. 
They are a peculiar breed pf human. 

This reporter, rapidly acquiring the title of 
auction "nut," has been seasoned somewhat by 
watching the bidding and the type of articles- , 
sold. 

One can usually see the* "rookie" in the 
audience. He is one who raises his hand when 
the auctioneer says, "who will give me $5 to 
start off the bidding"" That night, the rookie 
came home with a chair he couldn't use nor had 
a place in his home for 

The "seasoned bidder knows the auctioneer 
will ask a high starting price and relent to a 
lower starting "price when no ofte responds 
Trien.he watches the skilled auctioneer get the 
bid up to the original starling price and more 
often than not, above ft 

Then, there is the friend who walks into the 
bidding arena and acknowledges a wave from a 
person across-the room he recognizes Sud- 
denly, he finds himself the startled owner of a 
used saddle, a bargain at $2fi 50 One might 
classify this* person as a minor leaguer in his 
first major season 

Auctioneers also recognize "the hold-out" 
He's the one who waits until everyone is through 
hoping to get a good - buy Most often, he is 
watching the bidders and 'not listening to the 



auctioneer. • . 

. He too, is startled to find he has purchased a 
set of unmatched golf clubs, lefWtoa mtetrl f or 
$19.50, when he plunges in just ahead of the — 
auctioneer's final declaration. 

Theldeal situation fpr the auctioneer Is to find 
two.persons irr 'he audience. who want the same 
article. The budding begins w'ith five or, six 
people involved and sixm. evolves into a 
capitalistic struggle between the stubborH 
pair — r^. x . 

They are combatants, having forgotten both 
the article they are bidding on and the current 
bid. Sweat beads on their brows and their arms 
flail as if they are sinking at one another. 

Finally ene is vanquished, he can talie no 
more. More than likely, the "quitter" finally 
heard the bid and decided not to pay $97 50 for a 
gas range the auctioneer long ago described as 
"The front two burners work, the back right 
works only on low anjtJiTxilt right/here will keep 
the oven dour on " v 1 

The "winner"Jias defeated hisupnonent on 
the auction floor, but after he pays rm- the 
range, he may have to enlist the help of the 
defeated to asssit him in lugging the range out 
to the car. 

For the "seasoned" bidder, there is one 
nemesis^-Ihat. nemesis is the lady -in the second 
row with the gaudy hat and lots of money. 

The lady has come to the auction because she 
heard they had some really "quaint" items one 
could pick up "for a song ." Her idea of "a song'' 
is 50 cents more than whatever the last bid was.

Hie 35-year-old Donohue, of Newtown Square, 
Pa., covered the 200 laps under a broiling sun at 
L ■ an average- speed of 163.465 mties-per-heur — 
knocking Into cocked hats the record of 157.735 
set only, a year ago by Al Unser. 
■ At the end, Donohue 's dark-blue McLaren 
racer was approximately-^ seconds ahead of 
dark-horse Grant, who seemed on the way to a 
surprise triumph when the piece of metal, a 
, .three-inch piece of a gear, on the track ruined 
his bid. 

— . Grant was forced into the pits for a quick 
change of 'his right front tire on the 187th lap — 
only 11 laps after he had made what was sup*^* 
posed to have been his fourth and final stop. ' 
. ^ While He was roosting in the pit for 38 seconds, 
Donohue zoomed into the lead for the first time 
all day and the race was decided right then and 
there. 

"There was some metal on the track and my 
tire picked up a chunk of it, and since we were 
going pretty fast out there, I figured we had 
better do something atjoflt it," said' ttie 
disheartened Grant, of Seattle, Wash. 

"If Grant hadn't had that trouble, the out- 1 
come -would very likely have been different, 
admitted Donohue. "But we were the lucky ones 
today." "~ , 

In third place was 1970 and '71 champion Al 
Unser of Albuquerque, N.M., who was th us 
foiled inhis effort to become the first man to win 
the "Indy" three straight times. Actually,- ' 
Unser drove a brilliant race, coming out of the 
No. 19 starting position to finish third.

Mosley 's car buijst into flames and the 25- 
year-old native. Oklahoman was burning as he 
tumbled off.

TWIN FALLS - A patch of 
ieafy spurge, ar .noxious weed 
unQommoa_to- this area, has 
been located in northern Twin 
Falls by the Twin Falls County 
Weed Bureau. . — 

Wallace -Savage, director of 
the weed bureau, said farmers 
-arTa ranchers should watch for 
the weed because it .is difficult 
to control and will eventually 
blot out all other vegetation 
including crops and range 
grass. - ' 

The weed/at this time of year, 
is topped py what -appears to be 
a yellowish' flower, but is ac- 
tually the top leaves changing 
color. The top leaves, ■ which 
surround the actual in- 
conspicuous flower, are broad 
and heart shaped. . 

The plant stands two to three 
feet high. 

TKe newest find of the wee'dls 
near the College of Southern 
Idaho and SaVage said this and 
a large growth near the Buhl 
airport fire,-' the only ones he is 
aware of in Twin Falls County. 
, The onjy county" in Magic 
Valley which has serious in- 
festations of the weed is Camas 
County where it grows in 



profusion on some range land. 
The plant thrives in gravelly 
mountain soil. 

Savage said the weed bureau 
has been treating the out- 
croppings with Banvel and has 
had some success. Amitrbl two 
or three times a year also can 
be used. ■ t 
. The plant spreads easily by 
both seed an3 roots, and a 
University of Idaho Extension 
service brochure on the leafy 
spurge reports that eradication 
is' irrip&ative to avoid complete 
loss of infested areas. 
• The bulletin also, reports that 
the most economical method of 
eradication is cultivation -every 
,14 days through the growing 
season c ,This method, however ( , 
will take between two and three . 
-years- to-kill the plant." 

The plants start their early 
growth from_numerous pinkish 
buds. The young growth then 
tes on a dark green color. The 
leaves ar^lobg aJia^arrqw and 
attached' dlrectljLJfpthe stem. 
All. parts of the plant contain a 
thick, milky sap. 

Leafy spurge contains an 
alkaloid which is toxic to 
livestock.

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Home gardeners are asfcufglli <warf or 

standard trees should be planted', ill the 
backyard. , 0 ; . 

K you've got a postage-stamp size garden or 
backyard, grow the dwarf trees. They give you 
full size fruit and bear a lot sooner than the 
standard varieties. Dwarf trees produce fruit as 
large or larger than standard trees. They bear 
crops' two to threejyears after planting, against 

- five to" ten years for the standard trees. 
- Big advantage: a mature dwarf tFee-can be 

, . harvested wiUi a small /step ladder. They also 
take one-third the space of a standard tree. 
Dwarf fruit trees cost. a little more but don't let 
this discourage you. 

Do you nave a hankering for the old apple 
varieties such as pound sweet, snow apple 
iKameuse) or golden russet? Some nurseries 
are bringing back these oldies and they are 
availabl'e'fn semi-dwarf forms 

NOTE: If you're going to plant any type of 
fruit t i ee, b e-sure to place some kind of wrap 
around jt to keep rodents out. One of the best 
tree guards we've seen Ls one made of coiled 
vinyl plastic 26 inches high. It takes seconds to 
install and never needs to be removed. These 
guards expand as the trunk grows, so don't let 
your young fruit trees become victims of 
rodents, lawn mower injury, winter s"uri"or wind 
. scald. 

These guards cost about 60 cents"each and are 
used by commercial growers. Other barriers 
can be made of wire screen, aluminum foil or a 
wire cylinder-placed round the tree. 

SENSITIVE HLANT - An item that 
" fascinates* ids is.the mimosa or sensitive plant. 
This is the one that folds its leaves when 
touched. Seed has a hard coat over it, but if you 
soak seed overViigh't in warm water, then sow in 
pot of sand and peat, they'll germinate in four or 
f+ve days. 

After the plants are twoinches high, they can 
be potted in a J-3 each mix of sand, peat and 
loam. Grow them in a bright window. Wfieh 
^plants reach-a height- of 15 to 18 inches they 
. pro30ce marble-size, purple blossoms. 

U you don't want the plant to produce seed, 
cut off the spent blossom. Sensitive plants groa_ 
fast and you may have to cut the tips back half 
to induce new growth at the bottom of the stems. 

'- PETUNIA TROUBLES. If you plant petunias 
in the same spot each year, you may have 
problems. A wilt disease builds up In some soils, 
causing the petunia leaves to look sick at the 
: bottom, becoming wilted, a bit yellowish and 

• finally .xninpJetcly drying up. 

About the only control for this is to plant 
petunias in-a.different spot, or trying growing 
other annuals until the disease burns itself out. 
Items like marigolds, salvia, zinnias, 
calendulas, snaps, coleus, day plants, should 
thcive in a spot where petunias succumb

QUESTION OF THETVyEEK: S.E. of, Burley: 
"I have two spreading yews' put in three or four 
years ago. One of the trees is doings beautifully, 
while the other remains stunted. I wonder if one 
is taking all Uv 'rength from the other. Also, 
will it do. any ..harm to clip the top out of the 
evergreens'""

Perhaps one has been getting more nutrients 
or moisture, causing it to fare better It may- 
have suffered a greater shock at transplanting 
time, causing |I to take off much slower than the 
other tree. Perhaps th_e_slQw grower was planted 
in a spot where the builder happened to dump 
some surplus plaster, cement, or other material 

I would worklhe soil loose aroand the tree, add 
some liquid plan?" food, and water it in. 

As. fur cutting the top out of evergreens, 
generally "speaking you can do the job any time. 

A.n of Twin Falls "I have a Christmas 
cactus in a six-inch pot It bloomed lovely at 
Christmas time After the flowers were gone, it 
,-sent out a few new leaves. Then the last of 
February it started to bud again, and to date I 
have about 20 nice buds coming along real well 
Is this unusual, and will I be denied blossoms 
when next Christmas rolls around''" 

Christmas cactus often act in strange ways, as 
yours has done They quite often bloom heavily 
around Christmas and when—the flowers are 
gone, new growth comes out. along with a new- 
crop of blossoms As for next year 's show, don't 
-worry. Your plant is good and healthy, and with 
the good care you give it. lots of blossoms can be 
forecast for Christmas 

Don't forget to rest your Christmas eactusjn 
summer Some people place them in -a cool 
bedroom, others set them- outdoors. They need 
watering during the summer. 

Poinsettia and Christmas cactus are two 
. Dowering plants vfhich need specia l_care if they 
are to bloom in the home Both plants set flower 
buds under short day conditions. 

That is, when they are exposed to long, con- 
tinuous drirk ^night periods such" - as occur 
naturally from mid-October on If the dark 
period, is interrupted by light for only a short 
time, the plants will NOT set buds. Thus, if you 
want poinsetttas and Christmas cactus to flower 
indoors, you must place them where they have 
absolute darkness from 5 pjn. to 8 ajn. daily, 
starting around Oct. 20 and continuing for a 
minim urrTdT 40 days 
. . . You can do this by covering the plants with a 
__black cloth each night. 

REMEMBER: reading lamps or street lights 
- are sufficient to interrupt the dark period and 
prevent Ho^cfing.

Minidoka farmers ask relief in yearly floods 



RUPERT — Two Minidoka County farmers 
have asked county commissioners to help them 
get relief from annual flooding from drain water 
of the A and B Irrigation project 

Bill Schorzman and _H_enr.v _Rickcrt stated 
theif~ land had been damaged and had 
depreciated in value during the ten years the" 
irrigation project has been operating 

County Commission Chairman Wayne 
Hollenbeck acknowledged the flooding was a 
^problem, and said the commission has 
contacted the A and B Irrigation District and 
the Soil Conservation Service. 

Hollenbeck said a study by the two agencies is 
close to completion on" the feasability of a 
contour canal around the edges of the. North 
Side Project to caTry^ drainage into the Snake 
River. 

— i think we will work out something 
satisfactory to theTTr ( Schorzman and- Rickert 1 
b e fore too long," Hollenbeck said. 

Runa£f from the irrigation project drains into 
Capholley Lakev which is adjacent- to ,the 
property owned by two farmers, accorHirtg-- 
to Alex Roemer, a member ^)f-'|he county 



commission who was appointed by Hollenbeck 
to ctiec-K into rebel tor' -the flood victims 

Roemer said others in the area get flooded 
also, but not as severely "Mostly silt comes 
down apd ruins the fence's." Roemer said 
Those two people have a legitimate gripe " 

Schorzman had'. said his land js not salable 
because of the flooding, and he objects to paying 
taxes on a base value of SfiOO an acre when he 
claims the land is now worth only $250 an acre 

Both farmers said in addition to the land 
damage, fences were destroyed this past spring 
when the heavy runoff froze. Rickert said he 
had a field of winter grain destroyd by the ice 
and had to replant it after the water-went down. 
• Rickert said in- past years he had raised_ 
cattle on his property, but because of .the 
destruction of his fences and pasture year after 
year, he had to give up cattle_work, 

Schorzman said he has about 70 acres 
damaged by flooding. Rickert- has 80 acres 
caught in the annual runoffs. 

Ricker said he has'asked the SCS to help get 
his land back in -shape and was. told nothing 
could be done about it. , 



Vern Hacking. SCS director„al Rupert, said 
Rickert has not contacted the SCS for technical 
assistance or financial assistance Hacking s$id_ 
technical assistance is available to both farmers 
if they make a request. The SCS does not hav e a 
c ost -sharing program for flood control damage 
Neither uf the men havp-contacted my 
office." said Hacking. "I understand the agency 
they went to was the Agricultural Stabilization 
Conservation Service " 

Hacking conceded dainageirhave occurred on 
the two farmers' land and said flooding was one 
of the drawbacks when one's land is located m a 
low area. 

'That area flooded long before it was 
developed," said Hacking, "it has natural 
drainage and waterway channels that have ^_ 
been farmed over and blocked by development 
of.UioluajW yiuuiHl above their property.-' 1 

I*o Van Every, executive director of the 
Mirridoka County, Agncultoral StablllMtloTr^ . 
Conservation Service, said the two men have 
not asked for assistance from his office. 

"lyim sure Schorzman has used our regular 
flood control assistance program iri"the_past," 



said Van Every, but. our program is not really 
the solution to their problem :
